JESUS URGES HIS DISCIPLES 
TO WATCH 


LESSON TEXT: Mark 13:3-10, 31-37, 

GOLDEN TEXT: Watch ye therefore; 
for ye know not when the master of the 
house cometh.—Mark 13:35, 


God has a plan, and even now 
when men seem to have turned all 
order into chaos, we know that God 
is working out His purpose. The im- 
portant crisis in that plan of God 
which we now await is the return 
of Christ, His second coming. 

He will come secretly to call His 
own Church, the Bride, to Himself, 
and then He will come openly, in 
great glory, when every eye shall 
behold Him. Then His enemies 
shall be confounded, and His eternal 
kingdom be established, 

We look for His coming, but while j 
we wait (and it may not be long!) 
we are to occupy for Him until He 
comes. Our lesson tells men 

I. What to Expect While Waiting 
for Christ (vv. 3-9). 

First, we note that we are to ex- 
pect the coming of false teachers 
and false Christs, who will claim to 
be the fulfillment of the prophetic 
Scriptures. We need only one ad- 
monition concerning them, ‘'Take 
heed that no man lead you astray.’”’ 


There have always been such false 
leaders who for the prominence or 
gain afforded them are willing to of- 
fer bewildered mankind all sorts of 
panaceas whereby it is supposed to 
solve its problems. It seems that 
these men increase in numbers when 
great crises, such as war, come upon 
the nations. Do not be misled by 
them, Just because a man seems to 
be devout and professes to be in- 
terested in Christ's return does not 
make him a dependable teacher. 
Are not these the very ones Jesus 
warned against? They must meet 
the test of all of God’s Word. 


Christ warns believers that before 
the end of the age there will be 
world-wide war, earthquakes in 
many places, and famines. These 
are to be expected, and will come. 
But here a word of caution is need- 
ed. We must not seize upon present 
events and rush out (or into print) 
and tell people that ‘‘this is it!’’ 

We should be alert in relating 
world events to the teaching of 
Scripture, but let us ‘‘make haste 
slowly.’’ But let no one assume that 
the need for caution justifies him in 
ignoring either the Word or world 
events. We are to be alert, well 
informed, spiritual and ready. 


II. What to Do While Waiting for 
Christ (v. 10). 


Preach the gospel! That is our 
first and most important business. 
Our Lord said that the whole world 
was to be evangelized before the 
end came. Please note carefully 
that He did not say that all nations 
will be saved, but that they will hear 
the gospel. 

That is our responsibility—to see 
to it that every nation has a full 
and free opportunity to hear the 
blessed gospel message. We have 
not done it, and the failure of the 
Church at that point is a dark blot 
on its record, : 

There seems to be a revival of 
interest in the work of missions now, 
and there are many who believe that 
at the close of this war almost the 
entire world will be open for Chris- 
tian missionaries. This will prob- 
ably be true for a limited time only, 
and it is the urgent business of the 
Church now to prepare the mission- 
aries who will then be needed. 

And in the meantime we should 
all be busy about the all-important 
matter of teaching and preaching 
the gospel. It is the best prepara- 
tion for the coming of Christ and 
the thing we would want to be doing 
when He comes. 

Il. How to Live While Waiting 
for Christ (vv. 31-37). 

There should be an air of expect- 
ancy constantly characterizing the 
Christian. We are looking for Some- 
one—yes, a very definite and glori- 
ous One—our Lord Himself. 

We do not know when He will 
come (v. 32), That is a matter hid- 
den in the eternal counsels of God 
the Father, a secret into which an- 
gels do not pry, and which even the 
Son did not know. Why then do 
foolish men attempt to learn it? Be- 
ware of any man who sets a date 
for Christ’s return or for the end of 
the age. He is setting himself up 
as being superior to Christ, and you 
can be sure that he is an impostor. 

We do not know the day, but of 
the fact we are sure. Christ is com- 
ing again! So we are to be watchful 
as we wait. God has not called us 
to stand idle, looking for the dawn- 
ing of that glorious day. We are to 
be about His business, but every- 
where and always, wide awake and 
looking for Him. 

That kind of a believer (and all 
believers should be that kind) will] 
pray. We are to “watch and pray.” 
They go together. The one who 
prays will watch. The one who 
watches will pray. Possibly some 
of us are not praying because we 
have fallen asleep and no longer 
watch for His coming. Then too we 
probably fell asleep because we did 
not pray.

American Fleet, Planes Strilke Truk, 
Major Japanese Naval Base in Pacific; 
Tighten Deferment of Farm W orkers; 
Allies, Nazis Trade Blows at Anzio

PACIFIC: 


Strike Westward 


Two years and two months after 
the Japs’ assault on Pearl Harbor, 
U. S. air and sea forces struck back 
at the enemy's own big Pacific base 
of Truk in the Caroline islands, cen- 
tral hub of Jap naval operations for 
their extended enjipire reaching into 
the Philippines and Indies. 

Preceding the attack on Truk by 
several hundred planes operating 
from carriers shielded by a strong 
armada of battleships, cruisers and 
destroyers, long-range Liberator 
bombers plastered the other big Jap 
bastion of Ponape in the Carolines, 


Centrally located in Japan’s Pa- 
cifle empire, both Truk and Ponape 
serve as a radiating point for enemy 
naval and air forces to operate 
against an attacking force while 
close to home stations. Loss of the 
Carolines to the Japs would mean 
loss of their advantage of operating 
close to defensive bases, and, vice 
versa, give the Allies the advantage. 


As the Liberators took to their 
wings to plaster the Carolines, U. S. 
ground forces were putting the fin- 
ishing touches to fighting in the Mar- 
shalls where small islet garrisons 
were being rooted out, and in the 
Solomons, where Allied landings to 
the north trapped 22,000 Japs hold- 
ing out on Bougainville, Buka and 
Choiseul. 


FARM WORKERS: 
Draft Shakeup 


Only those farmers who can pro- 
duce 16 war units a year will be 
eligible for agricultural deferment, 
and the 700,000 farmers now in 3-C 
for dependency as well as occupa- 
tional reasons, also will be reclassi- 
fied and put into 2-C only if their 
work is essential. 


More than 1,000,000 farmers are in 
2-C, of which 400,000 are said to be 
single and under 22 years of age. 
With the 700,000 presently in 3-C, 
1,700,000 farmers considered essen- 
tial will be put into 2-C and given 
six-month deferments, with their 
cases again reopened at the end of 
that time. 

Action on farm workers’ cases fol- 
lowed general tightening up of draft 
regulations in the face of military 
demands for about 1,000,000 more 
men by July 1, with city dads no 
longer deferrable for dependencies 
and industrial deferments subject to 
stricter standards. 


RUSSIA: 
Finns Talk Peace 


Russian troops-made further gains 
along the Estonian border on the 
north end of the 800 mile eastern 
front, while reports indicated that 
the Finns were sounding out Mos- 
cow for peace terms. 


As the Russ continued to chew 
into Nazi defenses below Leningrad, 
the Germans fell back to avoid en- 
circlement from the rear, and each 
step backward found them closer to 
Estonia and the other Baltic states 
of Latvia and Lithuania. 

Russo-Finnish peace reportedly 
hung on terms Moscow might offer, 
with the Finns receptive to proposals 
based on the 1940 border, but op- 
posed to occupation of their military 
and naval strongholds by the Reds. 

With the Russ again in possession 
of much of the mining region of the 
southern Ukraine, Finland remained 
one of the last sources of nickel for 
the Germans, and Hitler reportedly 
sought to prevent Finland's deser- 
tion of the Axis to protect these de- 
posits. 


HIGHLIGHTS. 


EUROPE: 
Beachhead Battle 


With the sea at their backs, U. S. 
and British troops traded heavy 
blows with the Germans on the An- 
zio beachhead below Rome, as the 
big battle for the Eternal City raged. 


While other Allied troops crawled 
forward up rugged mountain slopes 
about Cassino, the forces at Anzio 
fought with tanks on leveler ter- 
rain, countering the full weight of 
the enemy's famed panzer units, 


In assaulting the beachhead, the 
Germans concentrated on the north- 
ern sector, 10 miles*above the port 
of Anzio, through which supplies 
were streaming to Allied forces. 
With the area under fire of enemy 
artillery and bombers, Allied troops 
fought hard to keep the port open. 


Bloody fighting continued on the 
Cassino front, with doughboys tak- 
ing one by one concrete houses 
made into fortified pillboxes by the 
Germans, and other Yanks strug- 
gling up monastery hill to gain com- 
mand over Nazi positions and the 
supply road leading to Rome, which 
lay below. 


CONGRESS: 
Ban Subsidies 


With congress voting against con- 
tinuance of subsidy payments to re- 
duce retail prices of meat, butter, 
milk and other food items, GOP 
house members served notice that 
if the President vetoed the bill they 
would attempt to make it part of 
the measure to extend price control 
after June 30, thus forcing the Presi- 
dent to accept it or kill his whole 
anti-inflation program. 


To assure continued existence of 
the Commodity Credit corporation in 
the event of a presidential veto of 
the subsidy clause, congress wrote 
in an emergency provision extend- 
ing its life until permanent legisla- 
tion could be passed. 

In voting against consumer sub- 
Sidies, congressional foes of such 
payments said they could only save 
the average family about 11 cents a 
day, during a time when national 
income was at an all-time level. Ad- 
vocates of subsidies, however, said 
abolition of such payments would 
bring about a 7 per cent increase in 
the price of the foods affected, anda 
3 per cent rise in the general cost 
of living, leading to a clamor for 
higher wages. 


Bucks Labor Draft 


While congress was voting down 
consumer food subsidies, AFL Pres- 
: - ident William Green 
told a senate mili- 
tary committee 
holding hearings on 
* the Austin - Wads- 
worth labor draft 
that wage stabiliza- 
tion in the face of 
increasing living 
costs was the prin- 
cipal cause of 
strikes. 

Said Green: ‘‘The 
way to prevent 
strikes is through upward revision of 
wage rates, or even more effective- 
ly, by rigid reduction and control 
of prices of the necessities of life.’’ 

While Senator Austin (Vt.) con- 
tended that a labor draft would re- 
duce turnover in war plants and al- 
low the War Manpower commission 
tighter control over job placements, 
Green said the act would amount to 
involuntary servitude, since civilian 
workers would have to take jobs in 
plants operating at private profit.

WAR COSTS: 
Cut by Army 

Because of industry's speed in de- 
veloping production efficiency, and 
also because of the army's insistence 
that savings be reflected in reduced 
prices, costs of military goods have 
been cut by 20 per cent since 1941, 
Brig, Gen, Albert J. Browning, di- 
rector of purchases, declared. 

In all, savings have amounted to 
about $9,000,000,000, and an addi- 
tional $4,700,000,000 will be saved in 
the first half of 1944, General Brown- 
ing said, 

Because the army has worked for 
lower costs through price analysts 
in the purchasing departments, bet- 
ter ways have been found to pro- 
duce goods more efficiently and with 
less material to assure profit mar- 
gins, General Browning said. In 
cases where costs were not trimmed 
there was no incentive on the part 
of management to cut prices, the 
general revealed,

A 16-year-old Los Angeles,

FUEL: 
Gas From Coal 


With government officials warning 
of only a 14-year U. S. oil reserve 
at the present rate of consumption, 
Rep. Jennings Randolph (W. Va.) 
introduced a bill which the house 
speedily passed, calling for an ex- 
penditure of $30,000,000 on the con- 
struction of experimental fuel plants 
to obtain gas from coal, oil, shale 
and agricultural and forest prod- 
ucts, 

The U. S. bureau of mines’ labora- 
tory at Pittsburgh, Pa., already has 
developed oil from coal through a 
chemical process utilizing hydrogen, 
but costs have amounted to 16 cents 
a gallon, compared with costs of 
only 5 cents for getting fuel from 
oil, 

Whereas U. S. oil reserves have 
been estimated as sufficient for 14 
years, the bureau of mines said U. S, 
coal resources could furnish materi- 
al for gas for 3,000 years. 


Ask Foreign Sources 


America’s Allies should recipro- 
cate for our heavy drain upon do- 
mestic oil resources 
for providing petro- 
leum for the Allied 
war machine by 
transferring a cor- 
responding volume 
of proven reserves 
from their fields to 
the U. S. after the 
war, the Truman in- 
vestigating commit- 
tge declared. 

‘Although the com- 
mittee, headed by 
Senator Harry Truman (Mo.) said 
the development of foreign petrole- 
um fields should be left to private 
interests, it recommended that U. S. 
diplomacy be directed toward sup- 
porting such a program,

Bombing’s Big Job 

Nearly 60,000 men were in on 
the RAF’s record 2,800 ton bomb- 
ing raid on smouldering Berlin, 
which matched the shattering 
aerial blow at Hamburg, Septem- 
ber 22, 1943. 

Of the 60,000 men, 7,000 were 
flying personnel. About 4,000 men 
were required to load the planes 
with bombs, 

The 1,000 planes used 1,000,000 
gallons of gas and thousands of 
gallons of oil, Machine guns on 
the planes were loaded with 750,- 
000 rounds of ammunition, 

About 43 planes were lost on 
the mission, the 15th heavy as- 
sault on the German capital. 


ARGENTINA: 


Political Battleground 


Having broken diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Axis, President Pedro 
Ramirez of Argentina moved slow- 
ly before declaring war on Germany 
and Japan, since the country’s mili- 
tary caste opposed such action. 

Hints that Ramirez’ foreign min- 
ister was considering a declaration 
of war against the Axis inflamed the 
military caste, known as the ‘‘Colo- 
nels’ Lodge,” and forced the presi- 
dent to dismiss his foreign chief and 
reorganize his cabinet to hold the 
different elements together. 


As Argentina’s internal situation 
boiled, pro-Ally General Arturo Raw- 
son, who led the revolt against pro- 
Axis President Castillo last June, 
watched developments from Brazil, 
where he was reported under sur- 
veillance of Argentine agents for 
expressing strong pro-Ally sympa- 
thies, in opposition to Ramirez’ pol- 
icy of strict nationalism. 


SCHOOLS 


If a choice must be made, the 
country child should receive a bet- 
ter education than the city child, be- 
cause his future is more vital to the 
national life, Dr. Floyd Reeves of the 
University of Chicago told delegates 
to the Great Lakes Conference on 
Rural Education. 


Dr. Reeves pointed out that mi- 
gration from rural areas with high 
birthrates to cities with low birth- 
rates maintains the population of the 
big centers, Cities would dwindle 
and die without Aas migration.

It is a hunter’s paradise— 
deer, goats, wild pigs, ’pos- 
sum, etc. These people have 
a territory resembling our 
Yellowstone National Park 
and is all a volcanic moun-: 
tain.aThese natives can wash 
in a boiling hot spring and 
five yards away rinse them 
in a cold water spring. They 
cook in these springs too. 
The old geysers are contin- 
ually erupting. I was afraid 
when I was there because 
you could shake the ground 
any time you stamped your 
foot. The women do most 
of the work. These natives 
form an army battalion sep- 
arate from the English with 
their own officers. The boys 
in Eastern Europe will know 
what I mean when I say it 
is a king-owned island. The 
cnly place in the world you 
can find pomer shells and 
the green stone. They use 
the English money, pounds 
and shillings. Was quite 
funny when we first arriv- 
ed, the boys trying to figure 
out how much money they 
had on hand.. When we 
landed we-were on the north 
end of North Island in a lit- 
tle town called Auckland. 
We traveled through the is- 
land by train. When we 
were about half way thru 
the train cut the figure 8. 
I passed one filling station 
four times before we got on 
top of the mountain. When 
the train stopped we got off 
in snow 18 inches deep. It 
was the sixth of July, 1943. 
All this they gave me per- 


mission to mention. Things 
important are still under 
cover. 


This was the best island 
I visited although it lacked 
# lot of being home. I fear 
to mention where and what 
happened on the other spots 
I have been and will say to 
the boys who have not cross- 
ed yet a nd read this, be sure 
te send all of your souve- 
nirs home, for the Nips like 
souvenirs just as well as the 
soldiers and marines.

WASHINGTON, Postwar plan. 
ners foresee demobilization of the 
armed forces at a rate of one or two 
million men a year for four or five 
years, 

A report to the senate postwar 
committee by a subecommittee’s in- 
vestigators, who interviewed govern- 
ment and private postwar plan- 
hing groups, states this forecast 
“as the most probable result of the 
decline of the war and the policing 
of occupied territory,” 

In explanation of “decline of the 
war," the report speaks of ‘the win- 
ter of 1944-45 when Germany is 


knocked out, followed by a year or 
more of pressure against Japan,” 

The investigators also came to the 
conclusion that married soldiers 
probably will be the first to be de- 
mobilized, 

The subject is taken up in the 
portion of the report dealing with 
the possible extent of postwar un- 
employment, The investigators 
found some planners pessimistic, 
others optimistic, The optimists, the 
report siates, “say there is little 
chance of the war quitting all at 
once” and “it is foreseen that the 
war work will decline gradually.” 

May Have Jobs Waiting. 


Both the pessimists and optimists 
agree, the investigators report, ‘that 
if the decline of the war is gradual 
and if private industry can see its 
way clear to pick up the ball and 
run with it as opportunity is afforded, 
the demobilized forces and war 
workers may all have jobs waiting 
for them." 

Some private groups are reported 
concerned over placement of war 
workers who won't have the legal 
preference basis accorded by the se- 
lective service act to members of the 
armed forces. 

A factor in the question of unem- 
ployment, the report notes, is the 
matter of youngsters who have left 
school to work and ‘will have grown 
up into the jobs of war veterans.” 

‘Therefore,’ the report adds, 
** ‘set the children back to school’ is 
more than a sentimental slogan.” 

The employment situation, the 
planners agree, will vary by regions. 

Several agencies, the report says, 
“were especially disturbed about the 
heavy concentration of war work on 
the Pacific and Gulf coasts. 


“Unless the descent from the war 
peak is gradual, two or three million 
men will be out of work in the three 
states of Washington, Oregon and 
California on armistice day... 

“In the long run the opinion seems 
to be that the Pacific coast can take 
care of the workers in developing 
industries, but the short run is a 
more serious matter. . .” 

Report on Wages. 


On this subject of wages, the re- 
port concludes: 

“Because of the elimination of 
overtime pay and the descent from 
war wages to the peacetime scale in 
lower paid industries, pay rolls may 
decline as much as 50 per cent in 
some areas even with approximately 
full employment.” 

Discussing another angle of re- 
employment, the investigators say: 

“In many ways the quickest way 
to get production was to assign the 
contracts to the big companies and 
let them spread the work among 
the smaller ones, This policy of 
‘big companies first’ probably should 
be reversed or at least dampened 
during reconversion,” 

But, the report adds, ‘‘the big com- 
panies have the biggest pay rolls 
and unless they get civilian orders 
quickly after the war, unemploy- 
ment will run into large figures. 

“The small companies cannot ab- 
sorb the demobilized forces any 
more than they could handle the 
big emergency orders during the 
war,” 


Adhesive Made of Blood 
Used in Grafting Skin 


PHILADELPHIA.—A skin-grafting 
method dependent upon a ‘physio- 
logical cement’? made from the pa- 
tient’s blood is being demonstrated 
by its discoverer, Dr, Machtend BE, 
Sano, at the 93rd annual session of 
the Medical Society of the State of 
Pennsylvania. 

Dr, Sano, a Temple hospital and 
school of medicine pathologist, says 
the method takes only a fourth as 
long as the usual skin grafting by 
stitching and has proved 90 per cent 
effective. The preparation used is a 
combination of the patient’s blood 
plasma and white corpuscles, 

An extract of the white corpuscles, 
Dr. Sano explains, is painted on the 
piece of skin to be grafted and the 
plasma applied to the body area 
to which the graft is to be made, 
The action of the two, similar to 
coagulation, fixes the graft.firmly.

Doubles Its Production 


MOSCOW.—The Communist news- 
paper Pravda, reflecting Russia's 
preparations for a great winter of- 
fensive, devoted an entire page to a 
description of work at a factory 
where fighter plane production was 
estimated to have more than dou- 
bled in a year. 

The article disclosed that the new 
Lavochkin-5, a fighter considered 
among Russia's best planes, is in 
production at the plant,
